ICE A NECESSITY. 

When I. C. Muckerman, general manager and 
treasurer of the Polar Wave Ice and Fuel Co., 
escorted Assistant Attorney-General Rutherford 
through the Ghetto, he pointed out to Rutherford 
the large number of ice peddlers in that congested 
section. He intimated that his company had not 
one residence customer there, except a charitable 
institution. 

“They (Muckerman and Rutherford),” says a 
news item, “saw a large number of small*dealers 
driving wagons or pushing carts, and competition 
was so keen that in some instances 25 pounds of 
ics were sold for 5 cents. The Polar Wave charges 
7 1-2 cents for 25 pounds. These small dealers buy 
ice at wholesale from Polar Wave platforms at 
40 cents for 300 pounds, or 75 cents for 600 
pounds.” 

In the face of this statement, the ice compa- 
nies ask the public to believe they were justified 
in increasing their rates. The cost of manufacture 
and delivery, they say, is so great that the rates 
must be increased to avert business disaster. Will 
they explain how they can sell {ce at a profit to a 
sub-dealer, who can resell it to the consumer at 
approximately 30 per cent less than the big con- 
cerns can, and still find the business worth while? 

That the Polar Wave is without residence cus- 
temers in the Ghetto is a condemnation within 
itself. The Ghetto people simply cannot pay Polar 
Wave retai] prices. Yet ice is no longer a luxury, 
but a necessity. The city owes it to all {ts people 
to make it possible for them to have ice, just as 
truly as it is required to provide water and light 
and fuel. If the private corporations cannot or, 
through avarice, will not, perform this public 
unction, then the municipality must perform it. 
When this idea has seeped into the public con- 
science there will be no further need of worrying 
about the regulation of private ice companies. 
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ANOTHER STRIKE PERIL AVERTED. 


The representatives of the 55,000 enginemen of 
Western roads have abandoned an untenable po- 
sition in modifying their opposition to Federal 
adjustment of their demands. Their reluctance 
to having the differences harmonized under the 
Erdman act was based on results in the two in- 
stances in which it has been utilized on a large 
seile in mediating the claims of Eastern railroad 
employes.

THE EXOITING TEXAS CAMPAIGN. 

Texas Democrats—whose nominees are always 
elected in November—will nominate the next Goy- 
ernor of that State in a primary July 25. 

The three candidates are James BH. Ferguson of 
Temple, Col. Thomas H. Ball of Houston and 
Leopold Morris of Victoria. 

Col. Ball is the choice of the organized prohi- 
bitionists, of the old Bailey machine, mostly made 
up of anti-prohibitionists, of the railroads, the big 
lumber and oil corporations, and of the Wilson 
officeholders. 

Mr. Ferguson, declaring he will stop prohibition 
agitation for four years, either pro or anti, by 
vetoing any liquor bill sent up to him as Gov- 
ernor, paramounts a proposition to check the 
growth of absentee landlordism and help tenant 
farmers get homes by fixing a legal maximum 
rental for tenant farms. 

Mr. Morris advocates divers reforms, but 
seems hopelessly lost in the shuffle. All con- 
cede the race is between Ball and Ferguson. 

The campaign is remarkable for two reasons 
chiefly: First, the extraordinary extent to which

Railroads Still 


Giving Passes 


EVIDENCE OF HYPOCRISY. 


Pittsbutg Gazette-Times: At a time when the 
railroads are complaining of insufficient revenues 
and protesting against invasion by oppressive 
laws we have the spectacle of two important sys- 
tems actually depriving themselves of earnings 
and deliberately pursuing a policy which is aimed 
at the integrity of the law-making power. Yet 
they bemoan the harshness of executives, deplore 
the ‘regulative activity of legislators not con- 
trolled and criticise the unsympathetic attitude 


of newspapers. 


BRIBING THE JUDGES. 

New York American: Of course the passes 
were granted to persons of political influence. 
Their influence was expected to protect the rail- 
roads in their violation of the law, or to guard 
them against the enacting of other laws objec- 
tionable to them. 

So we find in the committee’s report that passes 
numbering 7370 were given to State Senators and 
10,622 to State Representatives. But more signifi- 
cant even than this is the fact that 259 WERE 
GIVEN TO JUDGES. 

There is no possible doubt as to the purpose 
for which a railroad gives a pass to a Judge; 
there can be no question as to the obligation 
which a Judge assumes when he accepts a gratu- 
ity from a railroad—probably the greatest liti- 
gant in his judicial district. 


A PECULIAR RAILROAD. 

‘Topeka Capital: , The Louisville & Nashville 
is a peculiar railroad in the fact that it has 
never been inveigled away from local control by 
Wall street grafters of the J. P. Morgan type.' It 
has escaped bankruptcy, since it was not over- 
capitalized. It pays good dividends and its se- 
curities rank with the best of their class. But po- 
tically its record is rotten. The Commerce Com- 


mission is determining to make some sort of an 
ooject lesson of this skulking outfit with its brib- 
ing of hundreds of officials, including Southern 
Jadges, with unlimited free rides years after the 
‘Federal prohibition, takes the view that where 
no moral faculty exists, where conscience is dead, 
appeals to pride or self-respect are evidently a 
waste of breath, and practical punishment that 
penetrates the hide is strictly in order. 


STATES SHOULD END IT. 

Nashville Banner: This exposure should cer- 
tainly have the effect of arousing public senti- 
ment everywhere in favor of the enactment of 
laws by the. Legislature of Tennessee and other 
states to prohibit the free pass system and thus 
rid the country of its exceedingly baneful influ- 
eace. 


A CHEAP BRIBE. 

Pittsburg Dispatch: We can hardly believe 
that the 15,600 passes of the Nashville & Chat- 
tanooga represent a distinct service to the rail- 
road, but they are doubtless founded on the con- 
cepition that it is well to keep the politicians in 
good humor with the railroads. It is a cheap bribe 
and a distinct discrimination against the mass 
of travelers on the railways.

IREED 1S SAID 
TOBE SEEKING 
THE LIMELIGHT 


His Career and That of Hitch- 
cock Help Explain Oppo- 
sition to Wilson. 


NEW YORK, July 18.—The New York 
World, seeking to find the motive behind 
the fight of United States Senators Reed 
of Missouri and Hitchcock of Nebraska 
on the Wilson administration, particu- 
larly in the matter of their obstruction 
of the confirmation of Messrs. Jones and 
Warburg as members of the Federal 
Reserve Board, today prints the result 
of an investigation of the records of 
the two Senators. 

In an editorial introduction to the re- 
ports of its correspondents in Omaha 
and Kansas City, the World says that 
Democrats are amazed that the strong-, 
est opposition that the plans of Pres!i- 
dent Wilson are encountering in the Sen- 
ate comes not from Republicans, but 
from Senators Reed and Hitchcock. 

The World correspondents were in- 
structed to search the records of the 
two Senators for a possible motive 
for their opposition to the President’s 
plans. 

Loves the Limelight. 


The conclusions of the Kansas City 
correspondent were that Senator 
Reed had a very keen appreciation of 


the value of newspaper publicity, and 
that he probably believed that he. 
would get more publicity by opposing ; 
the President than by supporting his 
plans. Reed’s entire political career 
was reviewed at length. 

The correspondent declared that 
Senator Reed was a stranger to any 
other ambition than politics, and that 
he practiced law only as a means of 
earning a livelihood when he was not 
actually deriving his living from a 
political office. Reed, it was declared, 
was a spectacular fighter, loving al- 
ways the limelight. The correspond- 
ent says: 

“He would prefer to stand alone 
in heroic pose against President Wil- 
son and the majority of his party in 
Congress. Shift the spotlight and 
Reed will abandon his fight for an- 
other which promises better results 
in the way of publicity.” 

The conclusion of the Omaha corre- 
spondent was that Senator Hitchcock 
was making war on.the Wilson admin- 
istration purely for personal political 
reasons—probably to avenge himself 
upon Secretary of State Bryan, who has 
not yielded to Hitchcock’s demands in 
the distribution of Federal offices in 
Nebraska. 

Former Actions Considered, 
“Tt is from his position on former 
questions before Congress that such 
conclusions are reached,” the corre- 
spondent says, ‘his opposition to the 
ratification of an arbitration § treaty 
with Great Britain during the latter 
part of the Taft administration, his 
activity in the Alaskan sealing matter, 
his antagonism to the Federal income 
tax bill and in other things which he 
differed from some of his colleagues. 
By many Westerners he is believed to 
favor the ‘big interests, so-called.”’ 

Hitchcock is wealthy, and is declared 
‘to have inherited aristocratic tenden- 
sies. Bryan has fought Hitchcock in 
Nebraska politics for several years. Re- 
sently Richard L. Metcalf, formerly ed- 
itor of Hitchcock’s newspaper, the 
Omaha World-Herald, was appointed 
sovernor of the Panama Canal Zone 
igainst the wishes of Hitrhcock. 

This and other appvintments are said 
to have angered Hitchcock, and to his 
hatred of Bryan is attributed no con- 
siderable part of his fight on the Wil- 
son administration.

The company reported that it had 
land valued at $348,296.03, and buildings 
valued at $686,272.29, in use in operation. 
The accountants found that the value 
of the land was only $66,901.17, or $282,- 
803.86 less than the company reported, 
and the value of the buildings was only 
$633,526.49, or $52,745.80 less than the com- 
pany reported. 


Excessive charges for supervision of 
construction were found to be $35,608.28. 
The accountants found that the ex- 
pense of supervision was 8.39 per cent

of the total cost .of new 

They reported that the usual charge of 
an independent engineer for the same 
work would have been 5 per cent. 


Of the company’s total of $10,000,000 
capital stock, the accountants found that 
only $8,395,712.54 was issued for cash. 
The A. T. & T. Co., in 1908 received 
$89,688 of stock to cancel dividends to 
that amount due it. The A. T. & T. also 
received $1,212,300 for telephone lines it 
sold the local company. The remainder 
of the capital stock was iscied in pay- 
ment for patents and for other small 
purposes. 

The audit disclosed that the local com- 


and the Missouri and Kansas Telephone 
Co., which is owned by the A. T. & T., 
$125,0000 for money borrowed. 

After a study of the depreciation ac- 
count, the accountants reported: “The 
company had been paying out excessive 
dividends during the period prior to 
1912, instead of providirg proper re- 
serves for replacements and depreciation 
of plant.” 


The amount annually set aside for de- 
preciation prior to 1912 varied frofm 3400 
to $202,000, but in 1912 the depreciation 
charge was $73,217.97, and in 1913 it was 
$433,252.24.

The audit shows the telephone com-~ 
pany has been earning from 7% to x 
per cent on its investment, and that it 
has concealed large portions of its earn- 
ings, diverting the money from surplus 
and dividend accounts into the coffers 
of the American Telephone and Tele- 
graph Co. (the tel-tel trust) through fic- 
titious ‘charges for services supposed to 
have been rendered. 

The commission’s accountants discov- 
ered an attempt by the company to pad 
its plant valuation account to the extent 
of nearly $1,000,000, on which it was 
asking the right to earn dividends. 

The diversion of receipts to accounts 
in which they were made to appear to 
be paying for services rendered by the 
A. T. & T., which owns all of the stock 
of the local company, is clearly shown 
by the accountants’ report. They re- 
fused to make their report in accord- 
ance with the contentions of the com- 
pany, and reported its earnings to be 
‘far in excess of those claimed, expenses 
far less, and reduced the plant valua- 
tion. 


The audit was made by Chief Ac- 
| countant J. M. McShane and a corps of 
assistants on orders of the commission 
lafter the telephone company had filed 
its own audit in connection with its ap- 
plication for permission to increase its 
St. Louis business rates from $78 a year 
to $120. 

- The company alleged in its applica- 
tion that it was operating at a loss, and 
that the new rates would give it addi- 
tional receipts of $157,500 a year. 

The commission already has fixed the 
rate of earning to which a public serv- 
ice corporation is entitled. In ° 
Springfield light case it said that a 
corporation is entitled to earn 6 per 
cent on its actual investment. 

The report of the accounts shows 
that the telephone company in 1913 
earned 7.66 per cent on its invest- 
ment after having diverted a large 
amount of money to its parent com- 
pany, the A. T. & T. If the local com- 
pany had received this mOney, its 
earnings would have been 7.79 per 
cent. 

The accountants found that the 
revenue from operation was $2,154,- 
593.93, and the expenses, including a 
charge off for depreciation, was $1,- 
587,614.48, a met earning of $566,- 
949.45. 

They reported the company’s 
vestment to be 87,398,478.60. 

This investment, they said, should be 
decreased by the value of toll equip- 
ment in use, which is not properly 
chargeable to the St. Louis plant in- 
vestment, but because of the manner of 
keeping accounts they could not deter- 
mine what this should be. 

Long Diatance Charges. 

They saia the revenues should be in- 
creased by a proper charge against 
long distance companies for handling 
toll business. In 1913 the local com- 
pany received only $15,957.20 for the to- 
tal of all the long distance business it 
handled for the A. T. & T. 

The acountants declared this to be en- 


tirely inadequate, though they did not 
attempt to fix the amount which should 


have been received. The local company 
received 10.24 cents for each outgoing 
long distance message, and nothing for 
incoming messages. A telephone engi- 
neer told a Post-Dispatch reporter that 
the receiving company should receive 
19 per cent and the originating company 
25 per cent on long distance business. On 
this basis the telephone revenues would 
have been increased $23,275. 

The acountants said the company’s 
expenses should be increased a reason- 
able amount for rental of two small 
buildings, and that they should be in- 
creased to cover rental of telephone in- 
struments. The rental of buildings item 
would offset the toll equipment in use, 
and on a rental basis of six per cent 
for the instruments it rents from the A. 
T. & T. Co., it would pay out $13.- 
80. This would bring the net profit 
from operation in 1913 to 7.79 per cent, or 
1.79 per cent in excess of the earning 
fixed by the commission in the Spring- 
field case. : : 

It is through the lIong distance 
business that some of the earnings of 
the local company are diverted. The 
A. T. & T. owns all the stock of the 
local company, and of course receives 
all dividends paid by it. By diverting, 
through the channel of toll business, 
money which properly belongs to the 
‘local company, the amount of the 
earnings is thus reduced, and it is 
made to appear that the local com- 
pany is nOt paying a sufficient divi- 
dend. The money, however, goes to 
the A. T, & T., the only difference ig 
that it is taken in toll charges in. 
stead of in dividends, 

Refuse to Admit Charges, 

The accountants gave consideration to 
the 4% per cent charged the local com- 
pany by the A. T. & T. and refused 
to admit it as a proper charge. The 
company claimed the right to pay 4% per 
cent to the A. T. & T. for rental of tele. 
phone instruments, and for advice on 
engineering, accounting and legal mat- 
ters. The commission’s accountants 
gave no attention to any charge except 
for rental of instruments, and did not 
attempt to fix that. 

The accountants found that tn addi- 
tion to the advice the ‘company said it 
received from the A. T. & T., and for 
which it paid $94,459.91 in 1913, it main. 
tained its own engineering i 
at am expense of $52,449.38, its own ac- 
counting department at an expense of 
$37,750,30, and its own legal department 
at an expense of $5,112.96. In additio;, 
to its advice, the company contended 
that it included in its payment to the 
A. T. & T. the value of patents i

ON FOR REFORM IN |=: 
COURT PROCEDURE 


|Bar Association Asks Judges to. 


Reconsider Their Recent 
Action. 


A movement has been started 
among the lawyers of the Bar Asso- 
ciation of St. Louis to get the Judges 
of the Circuit Court to reconsider 
their action in rejecting rules pro- 
viding for a reform in court proce- 
dure,-which were proposed by a com- 
mittee selected by the bar. A com- 
mittee of the Bar Association is 
making a campaign issue of the mat- 
ter and have asked the various as- 
pirants for judicial nominations in 
the approaching primaries to place 
themselves on record on the proposed 
reform. 

The rules were drafted by a com- 
mittee of the Circuit bench consist- 
ing; of Judges Grimm, Hitchcock and 
Wm, T. Jones. This committee was 
appointed more than a year ago at 
the request of the Bar Association 
after a big meeting of lawyers. The 
meeting was almost unanimous in 
favor of change in the court proce- 
dure, only two lawyers speaking in 
favor of the present system. Those 
who spoke for a change advocated a 
system similar to that of Kansas 
City, New York and Cleveland, where 
all of the suits filed are assigned to 
one division of the court, whose judge 
is the presiding judge of the circuit, 
anc who sends the cases to the other 
divisions for trial. 


Would Save Time and Costs. 

Before assigning a case for trial ths 
presiding Judge would pass on all pre- 
liminary motions and also definitely as- 
certain when the parties would be 
ready. Advocates of the change say 
the proposed system would not only: 
save the time of jurors and litigants, 
but also would make litigation less 
costly to the taxpayers who have to 
foot the bills for juries and court em- 
ployes. It also would prevent a Judge 
from “loafing on the job,” as, having 
no control over his docket, he would 
have te begin the trial of a new case 
as soon as he finished one. There would 
be days, of course, when he would not 
have to hold court and then he could 
consider cases in chambers which he 
would have under advisement. 

A Circuit Judge yesterday explained 
the superiority of the new system over 
the present one, as follows: 

“At present the Circuit Clerk assigns 
the cases in rotation to the nine civil 
divisions. The clerk of each division 
will set about 200 to 3800 cases on his 
docket without regard to the condition 
of the cases set. Many are not at issue 
and many others are not ready for trial. 
Such setting of inactive cases crowds 
out cases which are ready to be dis- 
posed of. Setting these cases, which 
are known as ‘dead timber,’ results in 
the docket very often blowing up and 
may leave a courtroom idle a whole 
week. There is no arrangement for a 
transfer of cases from a busy room to 
an idle room except by consent of both 
sides. 

Fewer Jurors Needed. 

“By the new plan a case is not as- 
signed to a division until the very day it 
is to be tried. On a Friday the presid- 
ing Judge will make up the docket for 
the second week following from the 
cases listed for trial. Say, for instance. 
20 will be set for Monday and Tuesday 
each, and ten for Wednesday. The pre- 
siding Judge -n each of these days as- 
signs the first eight cases in which the 
parties are ready. This plan would be 
followed in rotation. <A’! the divisions 
would be occupied and there would be 
no adjourned courts because of explod- 
ed or vanishing dockets. Instead of 
four or five Judges being vnoccupied for 
days and an equal number overwhelmed 
with work there would be a fair division 
and better work would be done.” 

The Judge also said the plan would 
prevent continuances, which would 
mean a saving to Htigants i{n costs. 
“But the great saving would be to the 
city,” he added. “Now each division 
orders 40 to 45 jurors for a week. By 
the new plan «he presiding Judge would 
have charge of the juries and the busi- 
ness could be easily transacted with 
one-half the number of jurors. About 
$15,000 a year would be saved in jury 
fees alone.” 


Expert Favors Change. 

Besides the advocacy of the members 
of the bar, the change has the approval 
of Adolph Troll, an expert court clerk, 
who was sent to various cities as an 
emissary of the Circuit Judges to in- 
vestigate the plan. He made a favora- 
ble report and as a result of his in- 
vestigation and that of experienced law- 
yers, the committee of the Circuit 
Judges .submitted a report June 27, reéc- 
ommending that the change be adopted. 
The Judges who voted in favor of it 
were: 
Jones, Hitehcock, 

Taylor, MeQuillin, 
Grimm, Hennings. 

Those recorded against it were: 
Fisher, Cave, 

Rassieur, Koerner. 
Kinsey, 

Judge Withrow was not at the meet- 
ing. 

Under a rule of court a majority of 
all Cireuit Judges, of whom there are 
12, is necessary to make a change in 
procedure. The shifting of one Judge 
from the anti side would bring about 
the reform. Some of Judge Cave’s 
friends are urging him to move to re- 
consider the vote and to vote for the 
measure. . 

Judge Fisher, who has been on the 
Circuit bench about 30 years, was active 
in his oppoaition to any change. His 
influence, it is betleved, had weight 
with some of the younger Judges. Judge 
Kinsey also opposed the reform on the 
ground he thought it was contrary to 
law. He said, however, he was not a 
standpatter and favors some method by 
which litigation could be expedited. 

Judge Rassieur says he manages to 
keep up with his docket under the 
present system. The advocates of a 
change assert the old system is good 
enough when a Judge does his work, 
but it furnishes no protection against 
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years hence, while the terms of three 
Judges who favor the reform and voted 
for it expire this year. They are Judges 
Grimm, Hitchcock and McQuillin, all 
Republicans, and candidates for re- 
nofnination. Richard A. Jones, a law-

PUERTO MEXICO, July 18.—Unwill- 
ingness to leave behind any friends who 
want to accompany him into exile, and 
failure to select a vessel to carry him 


beyond the reach of the Constitutionai- 
ists has resulted in the postponement 
by former President Huerta of his de- 
parture for at least a day. 

With contemptuous disregard for his 
enemies in the interior who would shove 
him off Mexican soil if they were able, 
Gen. Huerta shrugged his shoulders and 
laughed at the difficulties which will 
force him to remain in the country an- 
other 24 hours; but most of the members 
of the party showed much disappoint- 


before tomorrow. Especially did the 
young women display dissatisfaction. 
For most of them the trip abroad means 
the pleasures of European cities and 
they desire to hurry affairs. 

The Huerta party may be delayed 
several days, as a message late to- 
night from President Carbajal re- 
fused the use of the Mexican gun- 
boats for that purpose. The message 
explained that it was not deemed wise 
at this time that the Mexican war- 
ships should be used for such a pur- 
pose, but stated that the Government 


would pay for the use of any vessel 
that Huerta might charter. 
Crowd Shows No Emotion. 


Huerta spent a dull day, the greatest 
break in its monotony being a call late 
in the afternoon on the captain of the 
German cruiser Dresden. A small crowd 
gathered to watch him alight from the 
train and go aboard the cruiser lying a 
short distance out, but when the stubby 
old man in plain clothes, accompanied by 
Gen. Blanquet in full uniform and three 
members of his taff walked to the land- 
ing where the Dresden launch was wait- 
ing, there was no evidence of emotion 
other than curiosity. 

Someone lifted up his voice in a thin 
“viva.’’ but the answering call was thin- 
ner still. The spectators were the idle 
element. They were there to see and 
nothing more. 

Huerta went over the side with the 
requisite number of sailors at the rail 
but there was no salute. Anything re- 
Bembling formality in connection with 
his visit was lacking. 

Gen. Hernandez, who has been Gov- 
ernor of Puebla, arrived here late to- 
day on a special train. Gen. Ramon 
Corona, an active supporter of Huerta. 
and several other officers are expected 
to reach here before the ex-President 
departs. It has virtually been decided 
that Huerta and Blanquet will go to 
Jamaica on the Dresden, but it is 
ecoually certain the British cruiser Bris- 
tol will carry no passengers. 


Mexican Boats Ready to Sail.

“IT resigned the presidency be- 
cause I believed that after having 
arranged the internationa: affairs, 
my duty w-s to give this last 
proof of my devotion to the sons 
of the republic. Also, I was con- 
vinced that my resignation would 
serve as a means of conciliation 
between all the sons of the re- 
public.” 

The second self-asked question 
was: “Why are you leaving the 
country while you are still able 
to serve her?” 

It was answered as follows: 

“My departure from the nation- 
al territory has no other cause 
than to leave the new govern- 
ment an ample field for action. 
I also believe my continuance 
here would give rise to conjec- 
tures which would result in 
prejudicing the proceedings of 
the new government.

HEN former President Huerta had recovered from his attack

Gen. Huerta dropped his 
cigarette and turned to leave. 
“But, General” —— began one cor 
respondent. 

“No, not any more. No, I don’t 
want to say anything about the 
United States. I am not talking, 
I am through.” 

The photographers present in 
chorus then requested the Gen- 
eral to leave the car so that they 
might take his picture. The old 
soldier smiled and said his pic- 
ture had been printed so badly by 
almost all and that the world 
already had such a bad impres- 
sion of him as to make him 
hesitate to give the American 
photegraphers an opportunity of 
proving just how ugly he was. 

All the time, however, Gen. 
Huerta was moving toward the 
door. When he reached the car 
door he began shaking hands and 
said: 

“When I get to New York some 
day you shall all dine with me.” 

Then as an afterthought, he 
said: 

“T will pay if I have the money. 
If-not I shall not hesitate to bor- 
row from you.” 

His mind being on money, he 
then said: 

“Here, I would like to present 
to each of you a little souvenir 
of the old man,” and after the 
custom of certain other Latin- 
American dignitaries, he brought 
from his purse a handful of gold 
coins and presented one of them 
to each correspondent, adding: 

“Mexican money would not buy 
much now, but the coins will 
serve as tokens of remembrance.” 

Before a battery of cameras 
and moving picture machines, 
Gen. Huerta and Gen. Blanquet, 
with a group of Federal officers 
around them posed, talked to- 
gether and took off their ‘hats, 
all to the command of the Amer- 
ican picture men. The picture 
taking over, Gen. Huerta re- 
turned to his car in which, with 
this single exception, he had re- 
mained since his arrival last 
night in Puerto Mexico.

“TRAVELING MEN" 


He’ll Prune State Department 
Expense Accounts of Purely 
Personal Items. 


SAVE $10,000,000 A YEAR 


Draws Line at Drinking Water, 
Baths, Tips, Shaves and 
Shines. 


WASHINGTON, July 18.—Secretary 
Bryan is going to cut the laundry, baths, 
tips, porterage, tailoring, flowers, news- 
Papers, shoe shines, shaves, drinking 
water and hair cuts out of the expense 


accounts of the traveling employes of 
the State Department. Hereafter, while 
Bryan is at the head of the State De- 
partrrent, no more bills for personal ex- 
penses can be approved by chiefs of 
bureaus and heads of commissions. That 
is the edict already framed in the mind 
of Secretary Bryan and it will be hand- 
ed down the line to his subordinate/ 

The State Department has been given 
more latitude in the expenditure of 
money appropriated for its various serv- 
ices than any other department \of the 
Gevernment because of the peculiar na- 
ture of its work. Rules and regulations 
for the making out of expense accounts 
of persons connected with the State De- 
partment have not been filed with the 
Comptroller of the Treasury. There is 
little check on employes who travel for 
that department. It is estimated that 
within the last decade several millions 
of dollars have been spent or accounted 
for, at least, by State Department offi- 
cilals for laundry, tailoring, baths, news- 
papers, drinking water, shoe shines and 
shaves, 

50 Cents a Day for Bath. 

One expense account handed in by a 
Government employe, who had been on 
a four months’ trip, contained an item of 
$60 for baths. A bath was taken every 
Gay for four months at the rate of 50 
cents a day. Many of the 120 days this 
man was out he never left the train. 

Another expense account included an 
{tem for flowers for a dead friend of 
the employe. One account charged up 
for having ‘‘trousers creased’’ three or 
four times on a short trip, and ‘4 cents 
for drinking water in New York.” 
“Laundry, $2.50,"" appeared in the ex- 
pense account of a man who made a 
one-day trip for a department. 

These are the sort of expenses that 
Secretary Bryan and his assistants will 
strike out before they reach the final 
auditor. 

Tips Are Allowed. 

Comptroller George E. Downey 
said: “If we are to assume the, 
laundry and baths are proper expenses 
of travel, to be paid by the Govern- 
ment, they must be classed either as 
‘traveling’ expense or ‘subsistence’ ex- 
penses, since those two classifications, 
for most purposes, must include all prop- 
er expenses, and as between the two 
they should be classed as ‘subsistence’ 
xpenses,’ since they are usually incurred 
during stops at hotels, when the ex- 
penses are of the nature of ‘subsistence’ 
rather than ‘traveling.’ ”’ 

The items of tips bring nightmares to 
the heads of departments. The Navy 
Department’s rules provide for tips. An 
officer with the rank of Lieutenant- 
Commander and higher is allowed a 
limit of $6 a day for hotel, lodging and 
bath, single meals $1.25, tips at a hotel 
50 cents a day or $2.50 per week and 
50 cents on a train, if he is there more 
than five hours, and 2% cents if there 
less time. 

An officer below the rank of Lieuten- 
ant-Commander has $5 limit for hotel, 
and the same as the superior officer for 
tips. The State Department will re- 
form the system of tipping and save 
money for Uncle Sam. 

It is estimated by Government ac- 
countants that if Bryan carries out js 
scheme of economy and it becomes con- 
tagious and sweeps through other de- 
partments, the Government will be saved 
at least $10,000,000 a year.

2,026,000,000 BIRDS 
EAST OF GREAT PLAINS 


Early Returns of Government 

Census Indicate There Are 
100,000,000 Robins. 

WASHINGTON, July 18.—Approxi- 


mately 2,026,000,900 native birds 
exclusive of sparrows inhabit the 
United States east of the Great 


Plains states, according to partial re- 
turns announced today of the first 
bird census in the history of the 
Government, being made by the De- 
partment of Agriculture. Apparent- 
ly the most numerous of these birds 
is the robin, of which it is estimated 
there are 100,000,000 east of the Mis- 
sissippi Riven 

These early returns of the census 
indicate there are wide variations in 
the bird population in different parts 
of the country. The census is being 
taken by volunteer observers. 
Chevy Chase, Md, a suburb .of 
Washington, reports the most nu- 
merous bird life thus fan with an 
average of about seven pairs to the 
acre. The arid lands of the south- 
west show the smallest bird popula- 
tion. Large stretches in Arizona and

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DESCENDANT Ut 
MARTIN VAN BUREN 
DIES IN POVERTY 


Woman, Once Rich and Well 
Known in Washington Is 
Found Lifeless.

NEW YORK, July 18.—Until they 


found her dead today, tenants in the 
apartment house, 43 East Forty-seventh 
street, did not know that a little old 
woman, who always dressed in black, 
who minded her own affairs, seeking no 
acquaintances and apparently with no 
friends, who lived in the house for years 
was Miss Mary Fowler Van Buren, di- 
rect descendant of President Martin Van 
Buren, a woman of great culture and 
once known to almost every Senator, 
Congressman and politician in Washing- 
ton. 

Miss Van Buren died of natural causes, 
mainly due to starvation, says the Cor- 
oner. This is denied by Edward Irving, 
superintendent of the building, who dis- 
covered the body. He said the old wom- 
an managed to provide herself with food 
and clothing by the sale of bonds. 

It is admitted, however, that Miss Van 
Buren had not paid rent for two years. 
Through generosity of a former owner 
of the house she was allowed to live 
there free. 

Miss Van Buren, so Irving’s story 
goes, formerly was wealthy. Two years 
ago she lost through speculation more 
than $100,000, and she told Irving, who 
seemed to be her only confidant and 
friend, that her attorney then was a 
former United States Senator, whom she 
had known many years ago in Wash- 
ington. 

When 17, Miss Van Buren, through 
the influence of relatives—the ex-Presi- 
dent eight years  before—obtained a 
clerkship in the House of Representa- 
tives, according to Irving and met many 
distinguished men. Her boast was that 
had she saved all the money paid to 
her for writing speeches for Congress- 
men and other aspiring statesmen she 
would still have been wealthy, though 
the remainder of her estate was gone. 
Miss Van Buren was a clerk in the 
House more than 20 years, and made 
a*special study of corporation law. 

In May, 1908, Martin Van Buren, a 
nephew of former President Van Buren, 
died in an Albany lodging house. He 
also was known only to a few com- 
rades who had served with him in the 
Civil War. 

The body of Miss Van Buren was sent 
to the morgue. Miss Mary Miner of 
Rhinebrook is said to be her only known 
relative.

The opinion then described the meth- 
ods by which $1,800,000 of capital stock

Co.”’ 
“The whole performance,” continues 
the opinion, ‘“‘was a studied, premedi- 
tated arrangement to place the combined 
strength of these several individual cor- 
porations into one hand, and with a view 
of lessening competition in their busi- 
ness.”” 
Four Kinds of Judgments, 
In discussing the penalty 
should be imposed, the court said: 
“The statute is broad enough to 
cover four kinds of judgments, thus 
(1) ouster of corporate rights and 
powers, but leaving the property to 
follow the course of all dissolved 
corporations, (2) ouster of corporate 
rights and powers and in addition 
thereto a forfeiture to the State of a 
part or all the corporate property, (3) 
a judgment ousting it of its corporate 
rights and franchises and a fine in 
lieu of forfeiture of property, and 
(4) a fime in lieu of both the ouster 
or the corporate rights and franchises 
and the forfeiture of the property.” 


“We have deemed it prudent to 
hold the whip hand upon corporations 
disposed to violate our anti-trust 
lavrs. We should retain jurisdiction 
of the case * * * so that if proof 
is afterward made to this court that 
appellant is in any way violating our 
anti-trust laws, we can withdraw our 
suspension of the ouster and make 
such ouster absolute.” 

This decision, including a fine of 
$50,000, handed down in April, was 
not modified, except to suspend half 
the fine, “during good behavior.” 

When the Polar Wave announced 
its 20 per cent rate increase the day 
following recognition of the Drivers’ 
and Helpers’ Union, and the adop- 
tion of an increased wage scals, offi- 
clals told reporters of the Post-Dis- 
patch that the raise in ice rates ‘vas 
made solely to compensate the com- 
pany for the increased cost of de- 
liveries due to the adoption of the 
union wage scale. 

Admits New Price Raises Profits. 

An investigation of actual condi- 
tions by the Post-Dispatch revealed 
that the rate increase was so great 
that it would yield more than double 
the revenue involved in the wage in- 
crease. When this information was 
published, Polar Wave officials ad- 
mitted to Rutherford, in the presence 
of a Post-Dispatch reporter, that the 
new rates were designed to increase 
the profits of the company as well 
as to pay increased wages. Ruther- 
ford was shown statistics purport- 
ing to demonstrate that in 1912, 1913 
and 1914 the retail ice business of 
the company as a whole had been 
operated at a “substantial loss.” The 
company declined to present thtse 
statistics to a reporter for scrutiny 
or publication. 

Rutherford, who invited sugges- 
tions as to what method of investi- 
gation to pursue, visited William B. 
Craft, vice-president and general 
manager of the Merchants Ice and 
Coal Co., to determine why this con- 
cern had promptly raised its prices 
to the exact schedule announced by 


that 


the Polar Wave, instead of continu- 


ing its old rates and winning over 
the dissatisfied customers of the “Ice 


Trust.” 
Rutherford said Craft told him the 


Merchants Co. could not get ice from | 


the manufacturers with which to serve this maximum shall be 


new customers that came to the Mer- 
chants Co. The Polar Wave, he said, 
refuses to sell ice at published rates to 
the Merchants Co., although it sells to 
every smaller dealer that applies. 


Loses on Favored Dealers’ Trade. 


Rutherford previously had learned at 
the Polar Wave offices that the com- 
pany pursued a policy of contracting 
for huge quantities of ice, even when 
it had to pay as much to the manufac- 
turer as it charged the favored dealers 
that it maintains “‘under its wing,”’ 
thereby sustaining a loss in the hauling, 
storing and handling of such ice. 


The effect of this policy is to narrow 
the ice supply to which rivals might 
look- in times of competition for cus- 
tomers. The Merchants Co. last week 
might have bought ice from the Polar 
Wave at the price which it continues 
to sell to smaller friendly dealers, and 
supplied all those who were subjected to 
rate increases at the old rates, if the 
Polar Wave @id not. control the surplus 
of the big ice manufactories by contract. 
If the Polar Wave did not contro] this 
“contract ice’’ it would be forced by 
business rules to bid for the privilege 
of selling ice to the Merchants Co., 
against the big ice manufacturers. It 
makes no profit out of the “contract 
ice,’"”’ but on the other hand, sustains 
an actual loss, which it could only af- 
ford to shoulder unless it meant pro- 
tection from effective competition in 
the retail field. 


The effect of this policy is considered 
a “lessening of competition” mentioned 
and dwelt upon by the Supreme Court 
as the paramount offense against the 
anti-trust laws at which the Court’s 
verdict was aimed. It “‘lessens com- 
petition” so effectually that no ice 
dealer in St. Louis has made an attempt 
in the week that has elapsed since the 
Polar Wave increased its rates, to cap- 
ture the hundreds of customers who 
must necessarily chafe under the extra 
toll levied by the “Ice Tust.”’ 


Has No Fear of Competition, 


Rutherford was of the opinion the 
Polar Wave could raise rates to any 
point it chose to, if it were mercenary, 
under prevailing conditions, without fear 
of competition from the three large, and 
scores of small retail ice concerns in the 
city. 

His opinion was based on the fact that 
all but a few of the companies already 
have increased their rates to exactly the 
schedule established by the Polar Wave, 
and none have attempted to solicit the 
complaining customers of the Polar 
Wave. 

Under existing circumstances, dealers 
say, they have their option of continuing 
old rates in the face of the Polar Wave 
increases, without power to take on ad- 
ditional customers at those rates, or 
to increase their own profits, the same 
as the “‘Ice Trust,’’ by arbitrarily boost- 
ing the price as far as the Polar Wave 
rates will permit. Those companies— 
Schroeter Bros. being the only one of 
large capacity—that have not increased 
their rates to meet the Polar Wave 
schedule, are simply sacrificing a chance 
to make greater profits at the expense 
of thelr customers, with no hope of 
gaining new trade to any substantial 
amount, according to dealers and ice 
wagon drivers familiar with conditions. 


Ovn Production Small. _ if 


The Polar Wave, although controlling 
the ice output of the city, manufactures 
only one-fifth of the daily output. The 
capacity of all ice plants in the city ig, 
estimated by Polar Wave officials at 
4500 tons, and the Polar Wave's daily ca- 
pacity is only 900 tons. 

One contract made by the “Ice Trust’’ 
with the Anheuser Busch Brewery is at 
a rate of $2.25 per ton, and the trust 
takes two carloads daily at this rate, 
Rutherford was to'd. 

The Polar Wave sells ice to its fa- 
vored retailers who use large quantities 
at a rate of $2.25 per ton. These con- 
tracts, made only at the beginning of 
each season, stipulate that only a max- 
imum amount per month shall be sup- 


plied at this rate, and that any ice above i 


paid for at pre- 
vailing market rates to dealers. 

At present the Polar Wave charges 
$2.33 1-3 per ton to dealers who are 
regular customers, but not favored 
with the pre-season contract at a 
$2.25 rate. It charges $2.50 per ton, 
delivered at platforms . or store- 
houses, to all other dealers who ap- 
ply, except the Merchants, its largest 


land most formidable rival, to which 


it has refused to sell ice at any of 
these prices. 

The Polar Wave has contracts also 
t> buy ice from Swift & Co.’s East 
S*. Louis plant; the Chouteau Ice and 
Cold Storage Co., the St. Louis Re- 
frigerator and Cold Storage Co., and 
other big manufacturers. The An- 
heuser-Busch Breyery has the largest 
ice manufacturing capacity of any 
plant in the city, and its daily output 
at present is estimated at 1400 tons. 

After the dealers have contracted 
for ice supplies with the Polar Wave 
and other manufacturerg at the be- 
ginnig of the year, based on estimates 
of their needs for the season, the sur- 
plus capacity is contracted for as 
nearly as practicable by the Polar 
Wave, according to dealers, and the 
“ice trust” is then in a position dur- 
ing the heat of the season to fix its 
rates arbitrarily without fear that 
other companies will supply dis- 
gruntled cusctomers.

Graves to a Post-Dispatch reporter to- 
day, when asked for a statement re- 
garding the movement started by his 
friends to obtain his appointment to the 
Federal Supreme bench.

Reed, Hitchcock, Vardaman and 
Lane Alone to Oppose 
Nomination by President. 


WARBURG IS STRONGER 


Some Senators Who Oppose Al- 
leged Harvester Trust Man 
Will Support New Yorker. 


WASHINGTON, July 18.—The cam- 
paign of Thomas D. Jones of Chicago 
and Paul M. Warburg of New York, 
nominated for the Federal Reserve 
Board has reached the button-holing 
stage. 

It is believed by Senators close to 
the President that all except four 
Democratic members of the Senate, 
Reed of Missouri, Hitchcock of 


Nebraska, Vardaman of Mississippi! 
and Lane of Oregon, will be induced 
to vote for Jones. Senator O’Gorman 
and Senator Clark of Arkansas, it is 
thought, will not oppose Jones when 
the final vote is taken, 

Senator Reed said today that he 
would not go into a caucus to con- 
sider the nomination. He sees no sit- 
uation that would cause him to 
change his mind about Jones, and 
no reason for a caucus. 

Senator Martine, another Demo- 
cratic opponent of Jones, said that 
he favored the confirmation of Paul 
M. Warburg. 

No Caucus Date Set. 

No time has been fixed for the pro- 
but the ad- 
ministration leaders may call it on 
short notice any day next week. 
Other Democrats are of the opinion 
that no caucus will be called. 

The belief among the Democrats of 
the Senate that Warburg will be 
confirmed if he appears before the 
Banking and Currency Committee, as 
invited, grows. A Democratic Sena- 
tor who is in touch with the White 
House said that he had made a par- 
tial poll of the Senate and found that 
Warburg is much _ stronger than 
Jones. 

Senator Owen, chairman of the 
Banking and Currency Committee, is 
on his way back from Europe, where 
he spent 10 days. It is predicted that 
on his return he will renew negotia- 
tions with Warburg and get him to 
come before the committee. If this 
is done it is thought that a favorable 
report will be ordered in this case. 
One or two Republicans of the com- 
mittee have intimated that they 
might support Warburg if he makes 
as good a showing as they expect 
him to do. 

Reports that the fight might be ended 
by withdrawal of Jones himself were 
persistent, but administration Senators 
denied any knowledge of their origin. 
The White House has disclaimed any 
such intention. The President § still 
stands solidly behind his candidate. 

Committee Report This Week. 

Democrats of the Banking Committee 
who voted for his confirmation, plan to 
file their report early next week and 
expect a supplemental statement from 
Jones in answer to the majority report 
which urges his rejection because of his 
connection with the International Har- 
vester Co. 

Announcement today by Secretary 
McAdoo that the three board members 
already confirmed will not be sworn in 
Monday as first planned was taken to 
indicate that the administration hopes 
for confirmation of Jones and Warburg 
in time to organize the whole board at 
one time. 

Reed Issues Statement. 

Senator Reed gave out a state- 
ment tonight defending his course in 
opposing Jones. He said: 

“T am opposed to the confirma- 
tion of Jones for a member of the 
Federal Reserve Board because he 
has for four or five years been an 
active director of the International 
Harvester Co. He has attended near- 
ly all the meetings of the Board of 
Directors, participated in the board’s 
proceedings, and approved all the acts 
and policies of the Harvester Trust 
during all these years.” 

Mr. Reed charges J, Pierpont Mor- 
gan with building up the Harvester 
Trust and tells how the organization 
has hit the farmer. His statement 
is 1800 words long. 

“J do not intend to help place in 
control of the finances of the United 
States any man who is solemnly 
charged with haying assisted for 
five years in operating a frust creat- 
ed for the purpose of robbing the 
farmers of my State and all other 
states,” it concludes.

UP ENGINEMEN’S 


DEMANDS MONDAY 


Federal Board Will Settle Dif- 
ference Between 98 Roads 
and 55,000 Employes. 


WAGE CLAIM CHIEF ISSUE 


Railroads Insist Revenues Have 
Decreased While Men’s Pay 
Has Gone Up. 


By Wire From the Washington Bu- 

reau of the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, J uly 18.—Mediation 
will settle the dispute between 566,000 
railroad engineers and firemen and 
98 railroads west of Chicago. The 
Federal Board of Mediation will meet 
at Chicago Monday at the request of 
the railroad managers, with the ac- 
quiescence of the enginemen. The 
members of the board are William L. 
Chambers, Judge Martin A. Knapp 
and G. W Hanger. 

The questions to be settled are of 

paramount importance to the welfare 
of the country. Last October com- 
missioners representing all locomo- 
tive engineers, firemen and hostlers 
on Western railroads presented a re- 
quest to their respective manage- 
ments for an increase in wages and 
improved working conditions. The 
reply of the managers was a termin- 
ation of all agreements in the West- 
ern territory and the submission of 
@ counter proposition, which, itn ef- 
fect, would revolutionize the wage 
System and the rules governing the 
handling of the men which had been 
in existence on some roads as long as 
30 years. 
A referendum vote of the men was 
practicaly unanimous in rejecting the 
proposition. A proposition to strike 
in order to enforce the demand of the 
mén was approved at the same time. 
Arbitration was rejected at first by 
the men, but they later accepted a 
plan of mediation. 

The managers justify their position 
by quoting statistics of the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission, which 
go to show that in the last 15 years 
freight rates have been almost sta- 
tionary in the higher class of mer- 
chandise, with a downward tendency. 
During the same time rates on heavy 
commodity articles, such as coal, 
iron, stone and other building mater- 
lals have gone steadily downward. 
And while this downward tendency 
in classified and commodity rates has 
been very marked it is stated that 
during the same period, taking the 
country as a whole, the pay of en- 
ginemen has risen from $3.75 per day 
to $5.10 a day and the daily average 
for firemen from $2.10 to $3.12 a day. 

The railroads, in making estimates 
in support of their application for a 
5 per cent increase, asserted that the 
level of rates had been depressed 6 
per cent since 1910. They argued

Whose Trial Begins Tomorrow 


SUNDAY MORNING, JULY 19, 1914, 
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of Fred W. Seele, John L. Wright and

with authority to fix rules governing ‘‘to 
arrive” grain. The rule fixed by the 
committee became effective July 18, and 
many members who voted to extend 
such authority to the committee are 
now protesting against the rule and 
declaring it places the Exchange mem- 
bers in violation of the State anti-trust 
laws. Nothing in the resolution cre- 
ating the committee, which the mem- 
bers voted upon, outlined the rule which 
the committee subsequently created. 


Flesh (Illustrates Rule. 

Fiesh illustrated to a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter the operation of the 
new rule describing a hypothetical 
case, as follows: 

“Jones, a member of the exchange, 
finds the highest price bid at the 
daily session from 9:30 a. m. to noon, 
the closing hour, was 80 cents per 
bushel for No. 2 hard wheat, ‘to ar- 
rive. The ‘to arrive’ graffi-ts grain 
that is not delivered at or in transit 
to St. Louis. 

“At 8 p. m. the same day, Jones re- 
ceives an offer from a miller to buy 
15,000 bushels of this wheat at 83 
cents per bushel. Jones knows 
Brown, a grain merchant in Gascon- 
ade County, who has a supply of this 
wheat, who has recently refused 80 
cents per bushel. He wants to bid 81 
cents for his wheat. The rule fixed 
by the ‘to arrive committee’ makes 
80 cents the highest price that can be 
bid by members until the opening of 
the exchange at 9:30 a. m., the next 
session day. 

“There is a way by which Jones 
ean bid higher than 80 cents without 
violating the rule and forfeiting 
membership. Before wiring his bid 
to Gasconade County, he submits the 
81 cent offer for No. 2 hard wheat to 
seven other members of the exchange. 
Three of them sell him 6000 bushels at 
81 cents, which he is compelled to 
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take under the rules of the exchange, 
and charge him a half cent extra per 
bushel commission, which he is com- 
pelled to pay under the rules. He 
thus pays 81% cents for» wheat he 
wanted to buy from a country seller 
who might have sold for 81 cents. 
“At 4 p. m., the miller asks for an- 
other 16,000 bushels at the same 
price. Jones must offer the four 
members who did not sell to him the 
first time, an opportunity to sell him 
6000 bushels each now. He bids 81 
cents and none sell him. He is then 
at liberty to wire Brown at Gascon- 
ade County, who sells 15,000 bushels 
at 81 cents, saving Jones % a cent per 
bushel over his first transaction. 


Violation Forfeits Membership, 

“Having thus fixed a higher level 
for No. 2 hard wheat ‘to arrive,’ for 
himself by offering to buy 5000 
bushelg from seven members of the 
exchange, Jones wires Brown at Gas- 
conade County for 15,000 bushels at 
81 cents when he receives another 
order from the miller at 83 cents. 
Brown wires back that he will not 
sell any more at 81 cents and asks 
82 cents. Jones is compelled to bid 
82 cents to seven members of the ex- 
change, as he did in the first in- 
stance before he can close with 
Brown at that rate. 

“If the miler wired another order 
at 6 p. m., which under, the rules is 
the hour for closing business by all 
members of the exchange, Jones could 
nct submit his offer to seven mem- 
bers and therefore could not bid for 
wheat in Gasconade County higher 
than 80 cents per bushel, until 9:30 
next morning, when the exchange 
opened.” 

Flesh contends the effect of this 
rule, which the ‘to arrive committee’ 
says it has designed so as to estab- 
lish a ‘uniformity of prices,’ is to 
force the members of the exchange to 
pay higher prices to fellow members 
than they would have to pay to farm- 
ers or country merchants, and to de- 
prive farmers or country merchants 
of sales and a portion of the price 
they would otherwise receive.

“TINIE, GAILLAUX. 
ON TRIAL MONDAY 
FOR KILLING EDITOR 


Ex-Premier’s Wife to Be Placed 
in Cell Once Occupied by 
Mme. Humbert. . 


PARIS, July 18.—Mme. Caillaux, wife of 
the former French Premier and Minister 
of Finance, will be taken tomorrow 
from the St. Lazare Prison to the Con- 
ciergerie adjoining the Palace of Jus- 
tice, to await the beginning of her 
trial Monday for killing Gaston Calmet- 
te, editor of the Figaro, March 16. 
The prisoner is to be lodged in the 
cell occupied in 1902 by Mme, Therese 
Humbert, while under trial on charges 
of swindling the French public out of 
several millions of dollars. 
Mme. Caillaux’s health appeared to- 
day to be much better than when she 
was arrested in March. It is reported 
she intends to apply for a divorce after 
the trial, whatever its outcome, as she 
is said to consider that by so doing she 
will show the greatest mark of her love 
for her husband, since by remaining 
with him she thinks she would prove an 
obstacle to his political career. 

Places for 142 Reporters. 

The trial is expected to last at least 
five days. The space in court usually 
occupied by spectators isto be given up 
almost entirely to the newspaper men, 
142 of whom from all parts of thé world 
have been allotted places in the press 
box. Oddly enough, the seat immediate-

The’ defense, 
on the other hand, will seek to show 
that Mme. Caillaux’ intended only to 
teach Calmette a lesson, and that his 
death was an accident. Her counsel is 
Fernand Labon, who became famous 
as the defender of Capt. Dreyfus. 
Questions Jury Will Decide. 

The questions to be put to the jury 
are, first, “Is the accused guilty of 
willful homicide?” and, second, “Was 
the homicide premediated?” 

If the jury replies “Yes” to both 
questions, the sentence must be death. 
If the reply is “Yes” to the first and 
“No” to the second question, without 
extenuating circumstances, the sen- 
tence must be hard labor for life. If 
extenuating circumstances are admit- 
ted, the term must be hard labor for 
a period fixed by the Judges and 
ranging from five to 25 years. 

The presiding Judge has the right 
to ask the jury, “Is the accused guilty 
of inflicting injuries which caused 
death without having the intention 
to kill?” If the answer is “Yes,” the 
sentence is two years, which, how- 
ever, could be suspended under the 
first offenders’ act.

It also gave 
me recognition from Queen Victoria, 
and in fact the people of Englan? 
have shown much more appreciation 
for the work than the people in my 
own country.” 

‘Was the incident true of which 
the poem was written?” 

“In deed ix was, and has since th?’ 
proved so, although I did not know 
it at the time. I will be 64 on Satur- 
day, and I wrote the poem on April 
8, 1867, at Litchfield, Mich. The ‘ncf 
dent was taken from a story in Peter- 
son’s Magazine of September, 1855, 
the story being called ‘Love and Loy- 
alty.’ I sent the poem to the Commer- 
cial Tribune of Detroit, and the edi- 
tor published it. It seemed almost in- 
stantly to gain recognition. The edi- 
tor wrote to me and said that he felt 
ashamed to have takén the poem, but 
that they did not pay for such mat- 


ter. He told me it had been copind a) | 
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ieee the world, and that I should send 
my other productions to magazines. 
‘It attracted so much attention in 
England that Queen Victoria appoint- 
ed a commission to verify the inci- 
dént. The commission traced it down, 
located the church at Chertsey, and 
found the old bell which was cast in 
1310. An _ enterprising Englishman 
took the timbers and used them to 
make clappers for miniature bells 
which he sold as souvenirs.

Marshall Hall, president of the Mer- 
chants Exchange, when informed of 
Barker’s proposed action, said: “The 
identical rule has been in force in Kan- 
sas City for five or six months, and in 
Chicago for a longer tima, and we sub- 
mitted it to our attorneys to have its 
legality approved before we adopted it. 
It does not tend to restrain trade, but 
aims to give publicity to the prices paid 
in the country.

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DROVE 2614 MILES ON 
ONE GALLON OF WATER 


A trip of 2614 miles in which less than 
a gallon of water was used was report- 
ed to the Moon Motor Car Co. this week 
by C. P. Lucas of Colorado Springs, who 
arrived in St. Louis Monday after driv- 
ing his Moon lightweight six from Col- 
orado Springs to Cleveland, O., and from 
there to St. Louis. 

On Monday Lucas drive from Terre 
Haute, Ind., to St. Louis, a distance of 
more than 100 miles, with the tempera- 
ture over 100, and used less than a pint 
of water. In his trip across Kansas 
Lucas says he encountered muddy 
roads and for eight hours was obliged 
to run on second speed. Lucas averaged 
12% miles to the gallon of gasoline. Not 
a single stop was made because of me- 
chanical or engine trouble. He had six 
punctures and no blowouts. He carried 
five passengers and 300 pounds of bag- 
gage on the trip. 

The tendency of the automobile manu- 
facturer of today to lessen the number 
of parts inl his car in order to make it 
as trouble-proof as possible is indi- 
cated by the adoption by the Moon Mo- 
tor Car Co. of a patent brake equalizer, 
invented by Chief Engineer Goodspeed. 
The new equalizer will be a part of the 
regular equipment of all Moon cars. 
The new equalizer has 28 less parts 
than the one in ordinary use, having 
only 22 parts, as dagkinst 50, including 
brake arms, eveners, bolts, rods, springs 
and cotter pins. 

The ordinary equalizer connects the 
hand lever and foot pedal with the rear 
rod by four connecting rods, necessl- 
tating an extra pair of brake lever and 
eveners, connected with a shaft running 
across the center of the frame, and giv- 
ing indirect brake action.

LOSE $200,000 IN 
YEAR, SO HE'LL SELL 


Anglicised American Cannot Be- 
come a Peer, but Can Stop 
Journalistic Loss.

LONDON, July 18.—William Waldorf 
Astor’s proposal sale of the Pall Mall 
Gazette and Sunday Observer means 
only that he is tired of his newspapers, 
especially as they don’t pay, according 
to a new story which is circulated. The 
accepted version was that the sale was 
prompted by a tiff with his son’s wife. 

His resolve has nothing to do with 
his supposed rage at not getting a peer- 
age as detailed in a London cable to a 
New York paper. He realizes, his 
friends say, that he never could get a 
peerage if he owned every paper in 
Great Britain and were to live to be 
a hundred. By a law passed in the 
time of King William III, when that 
monarch was swamping the House of 
Lords with his Dutch followers, the 
peerage cannot be conferred on a na- 
turalized Englishman. King Edward 
VII ‘“‘moved heaven and earth” to get 
around this statute for his friend Sir 
Ernest Cassel, but failed. 

Looking for a Purchaser. 

Three months ago Astor notified the 
managers of the Pall Mall Gazette and 
the Observer that if these papers were 
not made self-supporting within six 
months he would sell them. The mana- 
ger has accordingly been looking around 
for a purchaser, knowing that Mr. Astor 
was quite capable of stopping the papers 
if he couldn’t sell them. A syndicate 


[ formea ‘by L. S&S. Amery, M. P., for- 
—_ of the Times, made an offer which 
Astor has declined. 

The suspension of the Pall Mall Ga- 
zette would be a loss to the Unionist 
party, for it is an evening paper and is 
run in accordance with their policy. The 
Globe, another evening Unionist paper, 
has changed hands twice within a year 
and is once more in the market, its 
owners hoping that W. R. Hearst may 
buy it. 

It is reported that last year Astor 
lost $250,000 om the Pall Mall Ga- 
zette and the Observer, the biggest 
annual loss he has ever made on the 
properties. — 

Son Working on Social Reform. 


Waldorf Astor has never taken an 
active interest in his father’s news- 
papers, and although their continued 
publication by the family would be 
useful to him politically, he has not 
greatly concerned himself about their 
sale. In politics he is concentrating 
his energies on social reform, and 
when the Unionists return to power 
he is likely to get a minor office, 
probably as parliamentary secretary 
of the local government board, 

The senior Waldorf Astor having 
been naturalized before his son was 
21, the younger man is eligible for 
the peerage, and is quite likely to get 
one ultimately for political service 
plus his contributions to the party 
tunds. 

Mrs. Astor’s health is at present 
delicate and she has been staying at 
their bungalow, called Rest Harrow, 
at Sandwich, where her father-in-law 
often runs over to visit her from his 
Kentish seat, Hiver Castle. This 
week Waldorf Astor is staying at 
Newmarket with the Wolvertons. His 


horse, First Spear, won the Falmouth 


stakes. He is enlarging his racing 
stud. which his brother, John Jacob, 


manages.

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SAYS PARCEL POST 


FAILS 10 CHEAPEN 
SHIPPING OF EGGS 


Manager of Poultry Farm De- 
clares Cartons for Handling 
Cost Too Much. 


EXPRESS RATES LOWER 


Government Limitation of 50 
Pounds Also Is Said to 
Hamper Business. 


Despite the Government’s exploitation 
of the parcel] post as a means of trans- 
porting eggs and other products direct 
from the farm to the table of the con- 
sumer, thereby accomplishing the two- 
fold object of reducing the cost of liv- 
ing and putting strictly fresh food in 
the home, the system is a failure under 
present conditions, in the opinion of 
Rolla C. Lawry of Pacific, Mo., who 
has given it a thorough trial of more 
than a year. 

Lawry is the manager of a big com: 
mercial poultry farm. When the par- 
cel post was established he undertook 
to use the postoffice extensively as a 
medium of direct communication with 
the consumer. He said his experiments 
convinced him that it was impossible to 
use parcel post successfully until rad- 
ical changes were made in the Post- 
office Department regulations, and 2 
cheap and satisfactory carrying pack- 
age was placed on the market. 

The greatest difficulty is rot in the 
parcel post system itself, he said, for 
eggs can be successfully shipped by 
mail in any of a dozen different style 
of packages, but that the cost of the 
cartons is prohibitive. 

Bulletins Sent to Farmers, 


The Department of Agriculture re- 
cently sent bulletins to farmers in all 
parts of the country, describing the 
advantages of shipping eggs from the 
farm to the consumer by mail. The de- 
partment advised farmers to consult the 
poultry experiment stations of their 
own state for information as to relia- 
ble carrying packages. Soon after the 
bulletin was put into general circula- 
tion, Prof. W. L. Kemper of the Mis- 
souri University, in charge of the poyl- 
try experiment station at Columbia, be- 
gan receiving numerous inquiries from 
farmers for mailing packages. 

Kemper~appealed to Lawry for help. 
Lawry told him that he had tested every 
mailing package in the market, without 
finding one that could be utilized profit- 
ably in mail shipments. Thinking that 
Postmaster Selph might be able to help 
out, Lawry sent Kemper’s letter. to 
Selph with a copy of his reply, but 
Selph, following the advice of the De- 
partment of Agriculture, sent Kemper'’s 
inquiry back to.Columbia, to be an- 
swered by the man who made it. 

Kemper’s opinion was the same as 
Lawrey'’s—that all the packages in use 
were too expensive. 

The packages which Lawry has tested 
range in cost from 4 cents for each 
dozen eggs for the cheapest to 10 cents 
for the most expensive. By using a 
package which does not meet the postal 
regulations, Lawry says, he Is able to 
reduce the cost of mail shipments from 
Paciffe to St. Louis to 4% cents a dozen | 
eggs, which he regards as too high. This; 
style of package can be used only in 
three and five dozen shipments, and 
the cost would be higher in shipments 
in one dozen lots. 

When eggs are shipped py mail, the 
Government requires them to be packed 
in a double-wall carton, each egg being 
separately wrapper in paper, to prevent 
the contents from leaking out if any 
should be broken. 

The standardized case, which 
holds 30 dozen eggs, can be shipped by 
mail, but it cannot be filled to its ca- 
pacity because its weight would exceed 
the 50-pound parcel post limit. The 
standard case for shipping eggs costs 2% 
cents. The postage from Pacific to St. 
Louis for 27 dozen eggs—all that can 
be put into the case under the weight 
limitations—is ‘cents, making the 
packing, carrying and mailing cost 
slightly in excess of 3 cents a dozen. 

The express company will carry the 
same package, containing 30 dozen eggs, 
from Pacific to St. Louis, for 35 cents, or 
22 cents each, if two or more cases are 
shipped at the same time. The cost of 
shipping by express is therefore only 
one-half the cost of shipping by mail. 
The express company insures the ship- 
ments against loss, while there is no 
redress for the shipper if the eggs are 
damaged in transit in the mails. 

Failure in Hatching Eggs. 

Lawry said he had also thoroughly 
tested mail shipments for eggs for 
hatching and had found them to be 
a failure. The shipments are so care- 
lessly handled, he says, that only a 
stinall percentage of the eggs will 
hatch. 

Two things will be required be- 
fore parcel post can be utilized for 
the safe and satisfactory shipment of 
ezes direct from the farm to the 
table, Lawry said. If eggs and other 
farm product shipments were handled 
by the postoffice as the express com- 
panies handle them. and a cheaper 
carton could be found that would 
carry the eggs safely, then parcel 
post could be extensively used in the 
farm-to-table movement, he said. 
Until such a time as this is done, 
parcel post will be of no practical 
benefit either to the farmer or the 
consumer, in the shipment of food 
products, regardless of the efforts of 
the postoffice department, he said. 

Lawry has been conducting the 
commercial egg farm at Pacific for 
five years. He came to Missouri 
from Cornell, where he was an in- 
structor in poultry husbandry. He 
is regarded as the best informed poul- 
try and egg man in the West. He 
says that his own experience with 
parcel post is in line with the ex- 
perience of other producers. He has 
attempted to ship in large quanti- 
ties, and has had the benefit of buying 
cartons in 100 and 1000 lots cheaper 
than the average farmer could buy 
them. The farmer, who would buy 
only a few dozen cartons at a time, 
could not use parcel post successfully, 
Lawry said, because of the prohibi- 
tive packing cost,

According to Mrs. Pin- 
gree, her husband scorned her offer for 
peace and called her a vile name. She 
seized a revolver and began firing.

AT 4 MONTHS ON 
EXPERIMENT FARM 


Remarkable Record Is Being 
Made This Season at Moun-» 
tain Grove Station.

The Missouri “State Poultry Experi- 
ment Station has 50 or more pulilets 
which have been hatched this year that 
began to lay when they were about 4 
months old or a few days over that 
age. In every case, no matter what 
variety of poultry it happened to be, 
the first ‘pullets of that variety to. be- 
gin to lay came from the highest lay- 
ing hens of that variety or hens 
among the highest layers. We have 
never had an early maturing and early 
laying pullet come from a medium cr 
poor laying hen. In every case thus 
far, no matter what the variety is, tue 
pullets which began to lay when they 
were from 4 to 5 months old were bred 
from the high laying hens of that va- 
riety. 

The 13 which began laying first were 
three buff Leghorns, two barred Plym- 
outh Rocks, four white Leghorns, one 
Anoona, one Campine, one Rhinelander 
and one white Orpington. The barred 
rocks and white ODrpingtuns weiyhed 
from three and one-half to four pounds 
eachy The first eggs weighed from one 
to one and one-half ounces each, The 
eggs are practically* perfect in devel- 
opment. 

A buff Leghorn pullet weighing two 
and three-fourths pounds began laying 
at 4 months and 5 days old, and a 
barred Rock pullet weighing three an: 
three-fourths pounds began laying at 
4 months and 9 days old. These were 
the first two pullets to lay. The pui- 
lets are fed good wholesome food, but 
not forced or stimulated. The food 
given consists of equal parts of cracked 
corn and wheat as a grain feed, anil 
equal parts of corn meai, wheat bran 
and shorts fed in hoppers, and we mix 
one pound of fine salt to every 1 
pounds of the mash. 

The colony house; are kept a'ong the 
edge of a corn field or on fresh groun] 
in an orchard. We give the young 
stock sour milk or buttermilk if it is 
availauje, and i? not, we add 19 pounds 
of dry beef scraps to every 100 pounds 
of thelr dry mash. At 3 or 4 o'clock 
in the afternoon we feea a moistened 
mash, all the birds will clean up in 20 
or 30 minutes. We use the same dry 
mash as we feed in the hoppers, but 
moisten it with sour milk or water. W2, 
of course, supply grit, oyste: shell and 
charcoal by mixing them with the feed 
cr by feeding teparately. Pure water 
ds before them at all times. Rezently 
tn culling 6000 head of young stock 
raised in this way to an age when some 
ef the pullets hal begun to lay, we 
found only two birds that appeared to 
be anything like cut of condition. 

From our observation ard recerds, we 
have concluded that ihe seuxson of the 
year in which a chicken is hatched has 
much to do with its growth and devel- 
opment, and the length of time that it 
will require for a pullet to mature and 
begin to lay. That is, pullets hatche‘ 
in the early spring when the trees are 
budding, the grass beginning to grow 
green, the crops growing and the birds 
mating, in other words, when the whole 
earth seems to be putting on new life, 
pullets hatched at this season will begin 
laying in a shorter length of time than 
full sisters to them hatched in the sum- 
mer or fall. We believe that pullets 
hatched in February, March and April 
will begin laying in a shorter length 
of time than their full sisters haiched 
in May, June and July in this climate 

The smaller varieties begin to lay a 
little earlier or mature a little quicker 
than the large varieties, as a rule.

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Ducks Are Profitable and 
Easy Bird to Raise on Farm 


As a market bird and for feather pro- 
duction the Pekin leads all other vari- 
eties of ducks. They are great layers, 
too, although they do not equal the In- 
dian Runners in this respect. Another 
point in their favor is that they are 
hardy and very easy to raise. 

There are two kinds of Pekins—the 
large variety known as ‘the Imperial 


Pekins, and the small or medium-sized, 


kind commonly seen in farmyards. 
The problems of the duck raiser are 
few as compared with those of the 
chicken man. Vermin will not bother 
ducks, and they are subject to very few 
diseases. In the rearing of the young 
there is quite a difference, the duck- 
lings being more hardy than chicks, 
thereby greatly lessening the danger of 
loss. A mistake commonly made is that 
of feeding ducklings and chicks togeth- 
er on the same kind of feed. The two 


not only require different feeds, but the 
ducklings are voracious eaters as com- 
pared with the chicks. They will eat 
at one meal as much or more than two 
or three chicks of the same age, and 
they gain in weight in proportion. 

Ducks thrive pest on a variety of 
food. Green feed is essential at all 
ages. If turned out on grass they will 
get the proper amount of green pick- 
ing, even when very young. Ground 
grain feeds in the. form_of moistened 
mashes are relished by them, and they 
will do better on them than on dry 
feeds. Care must be taken not to leave 
any wet food in their troughs or dishes 
after they have had enough, as it will 
soon be contaminated and become sour. 
The ducklings should not have too 
much concenfrated feed, either of grain 
or meat. The ration should’ be made 
bulky by the addition of wheat bran 
and plenty of green feed. 
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Remarkable Instance 
of Poultry Surgery 


Six Mature Eggs Taken From 
Experiment Station Hen and 


Apparent Recovery.

Poultry surgery has not advanced to a 


degree that we can recommend it for 
this, that or the other thing, but you 
may be interested in an operation which 
was recently performed at this institu- 
tion. 

A black langshan hen remained on the 
nest most of the time anda appeared to 
be breody. In removing her from the 
nest we could feel what appeared to be 
eggs in the body cavity and we could 
apparently hear the shells grinding 
against each other as we would knead 
the abdomen. She was a contest hen 
and we knew if this was the condition 
that it would probably be only a 
questicn of a short time until the hen 
would die and that it was our duty to 
try to discover and relieve the trouble 
if possible. 

We proceeded to make an incision in 
the abdomen of the hen and, 10 our sfr- 
prise, found six normal and hard-shellea 
eggs ir the body cavity. They had de- 
veloped and passed from the oviduct te 
the bedy cavity instead of being laid 
in the natural way. The body cavity 
was filled with these eggs. Six were 
removed and the incision sewed up, and 
at the present time the hen seems to bs; 
in good health. Just what the outcome 
is going to be we cannot tell, but tha 
hen appears to be healthy and happy. 
We believe tne operation is going to 
be successful and result in saving the 
life of a valuable hen. However, it may 
mrove te be anvther case of where “the 
operation was a success, but the pa- 
tient died.’’ 

This is the third similar case that 
we have had with -lack langshans. The 
other two hens died before we discoy- 
ered the real trouble. 


Home Made Powder 
Quickly Kills Lice 


A very effective lice powder and one 
that will cost comparatively little to 
prepare may be made of the following: 
Mix 3 parts gasoline and 1 part crude 
earbolic acid and into this mixture stir 
all.the plaster of paris the liquid will 
take up and moisten. When enough has 
been added the powder will have a 
brownish-pink color and there will be a 
pronounced odor of carbolic acid and 
gasoline. 

A thorough .dusting with this powder 
when dry will quickly dispose of all lice 
with which it comes in contact. After 
an interval of one week another applica- 
tion should be made to catch all lice 
that escaped the first time and those 
that may have hatched subsequently. 
Before placing a setting hen on her 
nest, give her a thorough dusting and 
repeat this at the end of the first and 
second weeks. There will then be no 
lice to pounce upon the chicks as soon 
as thoy are out of the shell. 

The males of the flock also need a 
good dusting occasionally.

Q. Do chickens and ducks pick them- 
selves whether lousy or not? I keep a 
dust bath for them and once or twice 
a week I shake a good lice powder over 
them, and still they scratch themselves. 
—Mrs. W. M. B., St. Louis. 

A. Yes, all fowls scratch themselves 
whether lousy or not, but not so much 
when they are free from lice as when 
they are infested with them. The 
“scratching,’’ as you call it, serves sev- 
eral purposes, besides furnshing relief 
from parasites. Fowls clean themselves 
to some extent. They “‘‘preen’’ the feath- 
ers. They help keep the skin in good 
condition ®y scratching. The “scratch- 
ing” is a part of their toiiet. You are 
using excellent methods of keeping down 
the lice, provided you also keep the 
house clean, 


Q. I have a homer pigeon that will 
rot eat or drink, and will sit in one 
place all day. It has been that way for 
a week. Can you tell me what to do 
for it?—R. C. Koerper, St. Louis. 

A. I think your pigeon is ‘‘going light,’’ 
as it is called. This is not uncommon 
with pigeons nor with ducks, and not 
unknown, of course. among chickens. It 
may be a case of tuberculosis. The 
question is, of course, indefinite, but 
that is not your fault. I suggest that 
you try castor oil and cod liver oil 
three times a day in a two-grain cap- 
sule. This treatment may be effective. 
It sometimes is in such cases, though 
I should not want to promise it. Look 
also for lice and other parasites. 


Q. I have a homer female pigeon, a 
year and a half old, that has never 
laid an egg. Can you give me any ad- 
vice about it. I have noted in every 
Sunday’s paper some good information 
about poultry. This page alone is worth 
the cost of the paper.—F. Ganding, St. 
Louis. 

A. You doubtless have a sterile or 
Larren pigeon. I believe this bird will 
never lay an egg. You cannot force 
laying in a case of this kind. Some- 
times a pigeon will not lay until it is a 
year ola or over, but this one*has gone 
so long that I have no doubt she is con 
stitutionally barren.

POULTRY REMEDY 


There are remedies that will cure a 
number of poultry diseases and do it 
effectively, but generally. speaking, a 
sick chicken is about as hopeless an 
invalid as one can find in the whole ani- 


mal kingdom. To make matters still 
worse, a chicken seems sO insignificant 
an animal to make a fuss over as com- 
pared with a horse, cow or even a dog, 
that most ailing birds are allowed to 
shift for themselves. The results of 
such neglect in case of infectious dis- 
eases can readily be imagined. 

Far be it from us to advise poultry 
raisers to begin doctoring and doping 
their chickens as soon as they show 
signs of ailment. The wiser thing to 
do is to never let them get sick by 
having their quarters and whole envi- 
ronment so sanitary that there won’t 
be an opportunity for them to contract 
a disease. 

Pratcically every case of disease in 
poultry flocks could be traced back to 
faulty care or feeding. But when a 
bird does show signs of something be- 
ing wrong, no time should be lost in 
isolating it. Then dope it if you wish, 
but if it gets downright sick it will 
save time and be all the better for 
the future welfare of your flock to 
use the ax on it. 

Not many chickens that have a well- 
developed case of any of the common 
poultry illmesses ever recover entirely. 
It is not advisable to use them for 
breeding stock and usually their lay- 
ing qualities are impaired. The thing 
to do when a disease breaks out is to 
make a thorough investigation, and if 
possible find out who or what is to 
blame. Then apply the remedy and 
make sure the mishap will not occur 


again. 


Doubling Flock Egg 
Output in Four Years 


Breeding From Best Layers 
Brings Excellent Results 
in Short Time.

The fourth generation of chickens 


which have been hatcned since the ex- 
periment station was established are 
now on the farm. The first year we 


trap-nested a pen of Buff Leghorn pul- 
lets which averaged between 90 and 100 
eggs each. We selected the best layers 
from that pen of 10 for our next year’s 
breeders and mated them to a cockerel 
hatched from the best-laying hen. 

We have kept and bred from the best 
layers and the best cockerels each year 
since that time. The result is that last 
year we developed a pen of 10 pullets 
which averaged nearly 200 eggs each and 
one laid 217 eggs, and this year we have 
developed a pullet which began to lay 
when 4 months and 5 days old, and was 
the first to lay out of 6000 to 8000 chick- 
ens raised on the farm this season. We 
have kept practically within the same 
line of breeding and-by careful selection 
and mating, have practically doubled the 
egg yield in three years’ time. 

Another thing, it does not mean that 
you have to entirely disregard shape and 
coolor to breed a good laying strain of 
any variety. One of our contestants in 
the Buff Leghorn class from Michigan 
entered his birds in a good poultry show 
two weeks before our contest began last 
year. We find that some of his highest- 
scoring pullets and some of those which 
won the highest honors in the showroom 
are also those which have made the 
highest records in the contest by laying 
the greatest number of eggs. 

His pen Is fine in color and shape as 
well as leading when it comes to the egg 
basket. Of course, we all know that 
after a pullet or hen has laid a large 
number of eggs it tells on their appear- 
ance for the time being at least, but that 
does not necessarily mean that thes- 
birds will never be in show condition 
again, or that their progeny will not 
be birds good enough to go into the 
showroom. .

Cleanse Water Vessel 
to Check Infection 


Especially During the Summer 
Months Are Diseases Likely 
to Spread. 


Infectious diseases are spread more 
rapidly by means of the feed and water 
troughs than through any other agency. 
Of these two, the drinking vessel 1s 
undoubtedly the worst offender. It is 
not enough that the pans or dishes 
are rinsed out With a dash of water that 
will remove accumulated filth and sget- 
tlings, although that is more than thou- 
sands of them receive. 

They need to be scalded, thoroughly 
and often, twice a week at least. Three 
or four times will not be too often dur- 
ing the hot weather. It is during the 
summer months that sanitary precau- 
tions are most urgently needed. That 
is the season when disease is not only 
more prevalent, but birds seem to be 
more susceptible than any other time 
of year. 

Ninety per cent or more of all poultry 
ailments can be traced directly or indi- 
rectly to causes that are preventable 
either by proper method: of feeding or 
more careful sanitary measures.

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T0 AVERT FUTURE 
INGUBATOR ILLS 


Clean the Machine Before It Is 
Put Away and Be Certain 
It Is Disinfected. 


Some of the most annoying difficul- 
ties with incubators at the beginning of 
the hatching season might easily be 
prevented by a few minutes’ work after 
the last hatch has been taken off. 
Many a machine is simply shoved into 
a corner of the callar, after the last 
chicks have been taken out, and it is 
not touched again until the following 
spring or late winter when another 
hatching season begins. The lanips are 
frequently left in their places with oil 
in them and this is the most fruitful 
source of trouble when the time comes 
to set up the machine again. A thor- 
ough cleaning and disinfecting of the 
whole machine should follow as soon 
as the last hatch is {finished. 

“The incubator should be disinfected 
once a year or oftener, if any disease 
is present in the hens or chickens,” 
says Harry M. Lemon, one of the Gov- 
ernment experts on poultry husbandry. 
“Some operators. prefer to disinfect 
their incubators before or after each 
hatch. A strong solution of a reliable 
coal-tar disinfectant may be used to 
wash out the maohine and to disinfect 
the egg trays and nursery drawer. If 
the burlap on the bottom of the incu- 
bator is very dirty it may be cheaper 
to renew than to clean it. 

“For an incubator of about three 
cubic feet capacity, one may pour a 
half ounce of formalin, which contains 
40 per cent formaldehyde, on a half 
ounce of permanganate of potash, in a 
pan in the incubator, which produces 
a very penetrating gas and thorough- 
ly disirifects the machine. The door of 
the incubator should be closed just as 
soon as the liquid is poured into the 
pan, and left closed for 12 hours or 
longer Incubators should be well-aired 
before they are used after disinfecting, 
especially when formaldehyde or any 
disinfectant which produces a gas has 
been used.”’ 


Poultry Problems Are 
Often Hard to Solve 


Frequently the Inquirer Fails 
to State Case as Fully as 


Be Might. 

The poultry editor has before called 
attention to the difficulty in many 
cases of answering satisfactorily ques- 
tions relating t> poultry diseases. The 
difficulty arises from two sources, lack 
of knowledge on the part of the editor 
or lack of definiteness on the part of 
the questioner. 

Sometimes poultry editors get ques- 
tions like this: ‘‘One of my hens looks 
sick. She mopes around all day, and 
has no appetite. What is the matter 
with her?” Of course that question 
gives no information. On the other 
hand it may give about all the in- 
formation anyone can give. Questions 
addressed to this department should 
give as explicit information as possible. 
If you should tell your physician tha: 
you are not feeling very well and have 
no appetite, that would not be telling 
him very much. But the physician has 
one advantage. He sees his patient. He 
may be able to juige something fron: 
his appearance, and of course he car- 
ries his investigation further. 

It is generally conceded that it is more 
difficult to diagnose poultry ailments 
than the ailments of other domestic ani- 
mals. When a chicken, young or old, is 
really sick, a cure jis difficult. To diag 
nose the ailments of chickens is perhaps 
as difficult as to diagnose the ailments 
of human beings, with the added ad- 
vantage that the adult human being 
can tell the physician something about 
his symptoms. We know that often th. 
most expert physicians of the entire 
country fail to diagnose correctly a case 
of human illness. I had a friend wh» 
had.a common ailment, as it turned 
out, yet he was taken to eminent physi- 
cians in three large cities before his 
disease was correctly diagnosed. And 
then nothing could be done for him. 

Iam writing this because I am hoping 
too much will not be expected from the 
Poultry Problems Solved department of 
this page. The poultry editor may not 
have all the facts presented to him in 
the question, and if all the facts ar 
given, he may not be able to give a cor. 
rect answer as to the cause of the diffi 
culty, and if he is able to diagnose the 
case correctly the remedy he suggests 
may or may not be effective. The prob- 
lems are a valuable feature of this de- 
partment, but fit should be understoo-l 
that the answers express only a per- 
sonal opinion, based upon some experti- 
ence, but the opinion may not always 
be correct. 

And I repeat that often the best an- 
swer to the question, ‘““‘What shall I do?’ 
is that the ailing birds should be killei 
as quickly and painlessly as possible. 

An@é it is true especially that usuall,s 
it doesn’t pay to attempt to raise sickly, 
undersized chicks.

Bill Prepared Abolishing Some 


Penalties Attaching to Un- 
authorized Departure.

ST. PETERSBURG, Russia, July 1%— 
Russia is about to recognize as legiti- 
mate emigration of her surplus millions 
to countries other than those in Europe 
and the Ministry of Commerce today 
submitted to the Cabinet a bill to abol- 
ish some of the penalties hitherto at- 
taching to unauthorized emigration. 

The bill in its preamble specially re- 
fers to the 281,000 emigrants from Russia. 
to America last year and also to the fact 
that $50,000,000 was remitted to Russia in 
1913 by Russians who have settled on 
the other side of the Atlantic. 

In place of the expensive passports 
which heretofore have been necessary to 
everybody desiring to depart from Rus- 
sia, permits in future will be issued at 
the cost of only 10 cents. 

The fine of $7.50 half yearly until now 
inflicted on absentees who have been 
more than six months abroad is to be 
abolished in the case of those returning 
on board Russian steamers. 

The bill also provides for the estab- 
lishment of a fund to assist emigrants 
in Rugsian ports and abroad and for the 
appointment of a special commission to 
defend their interests in foreign coun- 
tries. . 

Emigration agents, = one clause of 
the bill, are made liable to imprisonment 
for holding out false inducements to emi- 
grants. 


SUES FOR PROFITS MADE 
ON DANCE RECORDS 


Philadelphia Inventor Wants 
Talking Machine Company to 
Pay Him $600,000. 
PHILADELPHIA, July 18 — Bently 
Rhinehart, inventor of this city, who 
has perfected various, devices for 
talking machines and talking ma- 
chine records, today filed’ suit 
against the Victor Talking Machine 
Co, of Camden, claiming that since 
the tango and other modern dances 
have so increased the demand for 
automatic dance music records that 
the company's profits have been 


‘swelled enormously and that upwards 


of $600,000 is due him as his share 
instead of the $60,000 paid him. 

Rhinehart entered into a contract 
withthe company June 21, 1908, ac- 
cording to the papers filed in Tren- 
ton, the company agreeing to pay 
him semi-annually a sum estimated 
at one per cent of the profits. Since 
the date of the agreement, he says, 
the company has earned tpward of 
$50,500,000 which would entitle him 
to more than $500,000. The profits 
accruing to the company during 1912 
and 1913 as a result of the tango 
craze, Rhinehart says, amounted to 
$9,000,000. 

Rhinehart’s bill prays that the com- 
pany bt ccmpelled to reveal all the 
profits since. he became connected 
with the concern.

LONDON, Jnly 18.—The home rule cri- 
sis continues acute tonight. The only 
important new development is that 
Premier Asquith has accompanied King 
George to the annual inspection of the 
fleet at Spithead, instead of First Lord 
of the Admiralty Churchill, as Ministe- 
in attendance. This is considered a 
clever stroke on Asquith’s part, as he 
will*have the King’s ear during the next 
48 hours to neutralize the Unionist in- 
fluences to which His Majesty will be 
constantly subjected.

- Artificial Suess Keener 
Than Natural Senses 


b4 DERN engineering has given 


to our natural senses,” said 

E. F. Roeber in the course 
of es ‘presideftial address before the 
American Electro-Chemical Society in 
April. “And, what is more, our artificial 
senses can be repaired or replaced by 
new and better ones and they sive us 
permanent records. 

“I am not stretching the meaning of 
the term senses in speaking of instru- 
ments as artificial senses. To the elec- 
trical engineer the readings of the volt- 
meter and wattmeter are as real and as 
true- indications of the outside world as 
though he put his head out of the win- 
dow to feel whence the wind blows. Py- 
rometers give us real, though much more 
exact, indications of temperature as the 
touch by hand of a hot body or the 
trained eye of the furnace man. The 
photographic camera is a new and arti- 
ficial eye that preserves the record of 
what it sees. 

“Successive photographs put together in 
a moving picture enable us to crowd into 
a period.of five.minutes what may have 
happened in-a year. We can see crystals 
grow and plants grow. The electric 
oselfiliograph gives us a record that per- 
mits us to see at leisure transient phe- 
nomena that happen in portions of a sec- 
ond and study over them for hours. The 
telephone stretches the ability of the hu- 
man ear so that it can hear in Denver 
what is said in New York. And if we 
hear our children of three or four years 
‘talk to us over the long-distance tele- 
phone in such a self-evident, matter-of- 
fact way as though they were sitting on 
our knees, we cannot escape the con- 
clusion that a new generation is rising to 
which the perception of the outside world 
comes through new senses, and which 
' eonsequently looks at the world with new 
‘ eyes.” 

Prof. Roeber went on to ask: “What 
do we see with our new eyes? First 
of all we see the logical consequence 
of the principle that waste can never 
be beautiful. We look, for example, at 
Niagara Falls with different eyes from 
those with which our forefathers looked. 
They saw beauty in a fall of water; we 
see the fall, and to us it means power— 
power for electrical transmission, power 
for lighting, power for industrial pur- 
poses at a great distance. So every 
eubic foot of water that goes floundering 
over the falls unutilized appeals to us 
as waste, and nothing but waste.” 

Prof. Roeber looks forward to a day 
when people will “look at the Falls of 
Niagara running dry; their imagination 
will reveal to them immense beauty,

Prof. Bottazzi believes the effect of the 
impulse is to set up in the substance of 
the nerve chemical reactions which pro- 
duce in the first instance substances of 
an acid nature. These are followed by 
others which seem to have an oxidizing 
effect and require the presence either of 
free oxygen or of ferments containing it. 
He concludes that these last operate to 
destroy, or at any rate to modify, the 
acid substances first formed, and thus to 
restore the substance of the nerve to its 
first condition and to put it back into a 
state ready to receive and transmit a 
fresh impulse. “This,” says the [llus- 
trated London News, “seems a reason- 
able theory, and one which finds many 
analogies i0 wiansasd physiatagtent facts.”

He stands stiffly for 
a moment; then, although making desperate efforts to keep 
on his feet, sinks to his knees, rolls over with a ponderous 
disturbance which the eye almost make audible to the ear, 
and thrashes about in his death throes. 

Another interesting series of pictures shows the habitats 
and methoces of bagging the birds of plumage whose feathered 
finery is appropriated by milady of fashion. One was the 
maribou stork. The films establish the interesting scientific 
fact that the stork, a feeder on carrion, is unable to eat 
until vultures and similar birds have first torn the flesh witW 
their powerful beaks. The hunters of the expedition, be- 
sides providing valuable hunting scenes for the camera, 
literally feathered their own pockets by collecting three and 
three-quarter pounds of 
aigrette plumes, valued at 
$1200.

Wherever he has been as- 
sassination and rebellion have sprouted, but never has he per- 
gonally been connected. He works in the dark and escapes in 
the dark, back to his little mechanical shop in Soho, London, 
while one government after another reels from his unseen blows. 
* His name is Malatesta and he has just again eluded the Ital- 
fan police after stirring up the bloody Ancona strikes which 
forced the calling of Italy’s naval and military forces. The 

onarchs on their thrones are doomed to more quaking. 

When the Italian navy arrived in too great strength for the ° 
‘Ancona strikers, it is said, Malatesta, disguised as a workman, 
left his rooms in great haste and escaped into SWitzerland. In 
searching his house, the police say, they found letters and 
‘money orders from American anarchists and notes advising Mal- 
atesta to assassinate the Italian King. More than likely 
‘the last is a bit of police information given out for its 
effects. The quiet little Soho mechanician does not kill. 
¢* “Kill kings?” he said on one occasion. “Too foolish: 

J ‘should rather kill chickens. They are good to 
eat, but what could one do with a king?” 

Malatesta. What a name for what a man! 

It means “evil head.” Its owner is a revolu- 
tionary anarchist,-and some minds will find 
@ poetic coincidence in these two facts, but me 
there is a stranger story in that name and ‘ 
the man. 

Lovers, wherever books have penetrated, 
know Paolo and Francesca, the lovers who 
_ were slain when the husband found out the 
secret of his brother and his wife. That 
husband was Giovanni Malatesta, 
Lord of Rimini. His wife was 
- Francesca di Ravenna, better 
known as Francesca da Rimini. 
The Malatestas are Counts of the 


thrones, the 
brain of the 
movement; the 
plotter of assassina- 
tions, was at work. 
Never was an offender 
more avidly sought by the 
police of any land. To final- 
ly get their hands on this 
arch-enemy; to be able to 
fasten the guilt of these 
bloody riots upon him; to 
put him away for good. 
These were the things 
which set the Italian police 
after him in force. But 
Malatesta has escaped and 
the police end the kings have no peace. 
The history of this strange little man is a terrible 
romance. Born to a title, wealth and rank he re- 
mounced them all as a schoolboy, devoted his time to 
_ Study of social topics and soon blossomed 
forth, one of the leading anarchists of the 
world. With the years he has come to be 
called “the thorn in the flesh of the interna- 
tional police,” “the most dangerous man in 
the world,” “the brains of the anarchist move- 
ment,” “the king of anarchists,” etc. But 
here is his record. 
Malatesta is now 61 years old. About forty 
years ago, when he was a medical student in 
Naples, he threw off the rank-and station 
to which he was born and assisted in the 
fomenting of a Roumanian uprising j 
against Turkey.

Next he appeared preaching 
anarchy to the south Italian 
peasants and bringing about an 
uprising there.

VERY inch of the Jefferson Barracks 
reservation, south of St. Louis, is 
historic ground; but one spot, a 
section of the hillside overlooking 
the Mississippi River, is the most 
widely known portion of the big 
domain, yet no mention of it can 

be found in any of the documents in the War 

Department archives. 


This spot lies under the lee of the guns, and is 

scarcely more than three feet square. To the 
casual observer it looks just like all the rest of 
the hillside, except that there is more clover 
than elsewhere on the well-kept slope; but the 
fame of those three-or four square feet of ground 
has gone the length and breadth of. the United 
States and its dependencies, and has earned for 
Jefferson Barracks the reputation of being the 
most dangerous post in the service—for bachelor 
officers. There Dan Cupid, most expert marks- 
man of the United States army and navy—and ¥\ 
that means the finest shot in the world—labors 
in the cause of love. ® 


The spot is known in army circles as Cupid’s 
Clover Pateh; and the little god is popularly be- 
lieved to have established permanent headquarters 
among the prosaic little plants that cover the 
earth there. No'less than eleven army romances 
are directly traceable to that clover patch, and 
several others are said to have been influenced 
to some extent by the patch’s proximity.
